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Joshua Burger wins 
arson conviction appeal 
after serving 15 months

Joshua Burger’s jury conviction for setting 
his own business on fire was overturned by 
the Michigan Court of Appeals on Feb. 25 
after he already had served 15 months in 
prison. 

The Appeals Court 
reversed and vacated 
| the defendant’s 
conviction and 
sentence, and remanded 
him for a new trial. 

Burger’s appeals 
attorney Kevin S. 
Gentry of Howell 
insisted his client had no financial incentive 
to destroy his profitable pawn shop, Pawn 
Max, in Southgate. 

In 2017, Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Paul Cusick wouldn’t allow 
defense witnesses to testify on Burger’s 
insurance coverage or personal finances. 
That decision “deprived the defendant of 
the ability to fully mount the defense that 
he had no financial motive to defraud the 
insurance company or set the building 
on fire,’ the appeals court said in a 3-0 
decision. 

Wayne County prosecutors are asking the 
appeals court to reconsider the opinion. 

Burger’s lawyers had argued that the 
pawn shop fire probably was caused by 
spontaneous combustion of oily rags 
Burger had been using for several days 
to clean a guitar and then placed in a can. 
Southgate Fire Chief Michael Sypula 
and Wyandotte Fire Chief Jeffrey Carley 
changed their testimony between the 
preliminary exam and the trial from finding 
two sources for the fire to finding just the 
one where the can with rags from the 
linseed oil was located. But they had not 
changed their written reports before trial or 
alerted the defense attorneys.

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On second thought, two 


motions actually passed in VBT |

At the March 3 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara declared two motions as 
failing because the 3-2 vote did not reach 
the majority of the seven-member board, 
which is four votes. 

Two members of the township board 
were absent from that meeting. Clerk 
Leon Wright was at a Michigan Municipal 
Risk Management Authority meeting and 
Trustee Sherry Frazier was ill. 

The two voting no were Trustees Reggie 
Miller and Paul White. 

But, the next day, March 4, Supervisor 
McNamara sent out an explanation to the 
board members and the press that, actually, 
the motions had passed. 

He wrote: 

Dear Colleagues, 

Last night we voted three to two to accept 
the two contracts for the landscaping and 
pillars at township hall. At the time there 
was confusion as to “did this mean the 
resolution passed or failed”. At the time 
it was thought that a majority of the full 
board (4 votes) was required. 

This was not the way that Robert’s Rules 
has this issue stated. So the question is 
did we (Van Buren) change this for our 
purposes. 

The Planning Commission is clear that 
a quorum is required to open the meeting 
and a vote of the majority of the full board 
is required for passage. This is clear. 
Majority of the board and not the sitting 
members at the meeting. 

The Board of Trustees is less clear. Clearly 
the board requires a quorum to open — 
but section seven states that a majority is 
required to pass. It does not state that it is a 
majority of sitting and not sitting members. 
In Robert’s Rules it is stated as a majority 
also is required to pass. But they go on to 
describe a majority as a majority of those 
at the meeting — opened by a quorum. 

Robert’s Rules states “a proposition 
must be adopted by a majority vote; that 
is, direct approval -- implying assumption 
of responsibility for the act -- must be 
registered by more than half of the members 
present and voting on the particular matter, 
in a regular or properly called meeting at 
which the necessary minimum number of 
members, known as a quorum is present” . 

Based on this, our attorney has advised 
us that these motions passed. 

I have always believed that the will of the 
majority of the sitting quorum is what was 
required to pass an issue. It is that way in 
all of the other boards I have sat on in the 
past and present. It is also clear in Robert’s 


Rules that the “maker of a motion” (not 
seconder of the motion) cannot speak 
against the motion unless they remove 
their motion. Not a big deal just interesting 
trivia. 

The motions before the board on March 
3 were to select low-bidder Davenport 
Brothers Construction to do entry 
improvements at township hall at a cost of 
$132,000 and to select low-bidder Crooked 
Tree Nursery of Owosso to do landscaping 
improvements around township hall at a 
cost of $133,092.15. 

Both motions are now considered passed 
and the work, to be coordinated between 
the two firms, is expected to be completed 
by the end of June. 

The entryway work is to redo the 21 posts 
at the four township entryways which also 
included painting the undersides of all the 
roofs. 

During the work/study session on March 
2, Trustee Miller pointed out the pillars 
were going to cost more than $6,000 each. 

Trustee Miller asked why they didn’t 
just sand and repaint the pillars and Public 
Service Director Matthew Best said they 
tried that and it lasts six to seven months 
and starts pealing again. 

Supervisor McNamara said masonry is 
extremely expensive these days and Van 
Buren Township is very grateful to have 
Davenport in its backyard. 

“This will last 30 years,” Supervisor 
McNamara said. 

Trustee Miller wanted to see a picture of 
what these pillars were going to look like 
since there were only engineering drawings 
presented to the board. 

Director Best said the pillars were custom 
designed for the township, but he had a 
picture that sort of looks like it. 

At the March 3 meeting, Director Best 
displayed a picture of what the pillars 
would look like, except they were different 
on the bottom. 

As to the landscaping that would cost 
$133,092.15, Director Best said it was 
designed by Russell Design, who also did 
the Splash Pad/Quirk Park. 

Trustee Miller asked why they selected 
a landscaper out of Owosso and Director 
Best said Crooked Tree worked on the 
Downtown Development Authority project 
and did DDA projects in the past. They 
outbid local bidders Gonczy and Randy 
Brown. 

On the Davenport contract, the motion 
was made by Treasurer Sharry Budd and 
seconded by Trustee White, and White 
then voted against it. 

On the Crooked Tree Nursery contract,

Burger, 32, who grew up in Sumpter 
Township, was paroled June 4, 2019 and his 
supervision discharge date is June 4, 2020. 
The date of offense was April 12, 2017 and 
he was sentenced on March 7, 2018 to 15 
months to 20 years. 

Defense attorneys David Griem and 
Krstina Joseph said they felt a critical 
witness, insurance adjuster Craig Becker, 
should have been allowed to testify. 
Becker’s testimony would have rebutted the 
prosecution’s insurance witness’ testimony 
and arguments made by prosecution that all 
damage to Burger’s business would have 
been automatically reimbursed under his 
insurance policy. 

Burger had filed an insurance claim related 
to the fire in the amount of $574,954.68 
for loss of contents. His insurance policy 
included coverage for fire damage, but a 
claim would not be paid if defendant was 
found to responsible for the damage. 

The attorneys presented a six-page memo 
to the judge on March 5, 2018, two days 
before sentencing, asking for alternative 
sentencing. In a series of statements 
included in the memo, Burger was described 
as a “beloved, caring and generous member 
of a strong family with a wide network of 
friends and colleagues.” 

Burger reportedly owned Southgate 
Exchange, Inc., the business, but not the 
building. He and his father Chris Whitt 
purchased the pawnshop in 2012 for 
$125,000 on a five-year land contract and it 
was paid off within six months. 

At trial, Whitt testified that the rent, 
utilities, payroll and taxes were current. In 
2016, the pawn shop had turned a profit of 
$427,000. As of the day of the fire, the pawn 
shop had turned $126,000 in profit and was 
on track to make more than $500,000. 

Whitt further testified that the defendant 
had no financial problems, had a credit 
score of above 790, and believed financial 
stability was important. 

The appeals court stated, “Because 
defendant should have the opportunity 
to fully present a defense, we vacate his 
conviction and sentence, and remand for a 
new trial.” 

Burger’s landlord and owner of the 
building Diane Desantis was also excluded 
from trial testimony. In a written statement 
after the trial she said that she enjoyed 
having Burger as a tenant and would 
welcome him back in a heartbeat. In the 
memo, she said several months before the 
fire, Burger put an expensive new sign on 
the outside of the business.

Court Watching: 
Judge Parrott recuses 


himself from case where 
friends are witnesses

Matthew Mark Taylor, 26, of Sumpter 
Township was standing before 34" District 
Court Judge David Parrott on Feb. 5 for 
his preliminary exam on four case folders 
holding 11 felony charges against him. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Danielle Shamus told Judge Parrott that the 
People were prepared to proceed, but she 
had just learned that two witnesses were 
familiar with the judge: Keith and Kurt 
Johnston. 

Judge Parrott replied, “Now I know why 
they’re here.” He said he saw them in his 
courtroom and wondered about it. 

Judge Parrott said Keith Johnston is on 
the school board, helped with his campaign 
and the court has used Johnston’s printing 
business in the past. And, Kurt Johnston 
helped the judge a couple of months ago 
when the judge was buying an auto. 

Judge Parrott said it would give an 
appearance of impropriety with witnesses 
for him to hear the case and he believes it 
is the same for all three judges in the court, 
since they all know the Johnstons. 

“It’s too close,” Judge Parrott said. “I’m 
going to recuse myself.” 

He said since all three judges would recuse 
themselves, the cases would probably be 
assigned to another district court. 

Prosecutor Shamus said she is assigned 
only to the 34" District Court so she 
wouldn’t be able to go with the case. 

Judge Parrott asked if they would be 
resetting the probable cause conference 
that was already held at 34" District Court 
and the court appointed defense attorney 
Robert De’Angelo Burton-Harris said he 
didn’t know. 

Judge Parrott said the 34" District Court 
will be contacted on where the case will be 
sent. 

Attorney Burton-Harris asked Judge 
Parrott to order that the GPS tether 
defendant Taylor is wearing have no time 
restrictions. 

Prosecutor Shamus said she would like 
the tether to stay in place but having no 
time restrictions is okay with her. 

“You got it,’ Judge Parrott said to 
Burton-Harris, concerning having no time 
restrictions. 

Judge Parrott said he could see they 
wanted the defendant to stay away from the

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address where the larcenies were reported. 

“T apologize, but we will get this moving,” 
Judge Parrott said. 

Keith Johnston said catalytic converters 
were stolen from vehicles at his printing 
business and the adjoining car lot at 11370 
Hunt St. in Romulus. 

He said when he finally was able to talk 
to the prosecutor on Feb. 5, he told her that 
he was friends with the judge. Johnston 
said he apologized, but Prosecutor Shamus 
said that telling of the relationship was the 
right thing for Johnston to do, although it 
upset the case schedule.

On Feb. 20 the Independent published 
information that the visiting judge at 34" 
District Court to fill in for Judge David 
Parrott would be without further expense. 
On March 4, 34" District Court 
Chief Judge Brian A. Oakley said that 
information obviously came from the state 
because many courts have visiting judges 
built into their regular budgets without 
further expense, but that isn’t the case for 
34" District Court. 

He said the 34" District Court hired retired 
District Court Judge Terrence Bronson of 
Monroe to handle Judge Parrott’s felony 
dockets and probable cause conferences 
every three weeks and to come in every 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday, as 
needed. 

He said the state of Michigan requires the 
34" District Court to pay Judge Bronson 
$500 a day, without setting how long a

Judge Oakley said he, Judge Tina Brooks 
Green, and Judge Bronson will be doing 
the probable cause conferences in the 
afternoons, that had been done by attorney 
Magistrate Lisa Martin since she was hired 
in May 2018. 

Magistrate Martin was laid off, he said, 
because of budget considerations. 

Judge Oakley said former court 
administrator and non-attorney magistrate 
Al Hindman is back from his retirement at 
a set price. 

In a Feb. 12 letter to Judge Oakley, Judge 
Parrott submitted his plan to step back 
from the bench temporarily and estimated 
he would be able to return within 45 to 60 
days.

John Phillips bound over on 
fraudulent prescription charge

John George Phillips, 51, of Fenton was 
bound over to circuit court for a March 
11 arraignment on the information after a 
preliminary exam on Feb. 26. He is free on 
$10,000 personal recognizance bond. 

Phillips is charged with obtaining by fraud 
a controlled substance (attempt to conspire/ 
solicit) on Aug. 3 at the CVS pharmacy at 
144 Main St. in downtown Belleville. 

The preliminary exam took place in 
34" District Court Judge David Parrott’s 
courtroom with visiting Judge Terrence 
Bronson presiding. 

There were two witnesses brought by 
Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor Holland 
Roper. 

The first witness testified that a prescription 
had been called in under this name to CVS 
in Plymouth and they called him. He said 
nobody had permission to pick this up 
for him and this was not his prescription. 
Somebody attempted to pick it up at the 
CVS in Belleville. 

He said a Belleville officer called him and 
told him they had arrested someone. 

Belleville Police Officer Sara Dzagulones 
was the second witness. She said she was 
dispatched after the pharmacy called police 
about a suspicious prescription. 

Officer Dzagulones said she took her 
statement and investigated. She said she 
called the victim and spoke to him at length 
about what prescriptions he uses. She said 
she called the doctor on the prescription and 
he, apparently, no longer is in practice. 

She identified defendant Phillips as the one 
who picked up the prescription. She said she 
asked him about the prescription and he said 
somebody sent him to pick it up. 

Judge Bronson bound Phillips over to the 


Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 
Defense attorney was Jeffrey Knoche, who 
was appointed by the court. 
Charles Wooten 
Charles Wooten, 25, of Van Buren 
Township, was scheduled for a preliminary 
exam on Feb. 26 and Judge Bronson agreed 
to adjourn that until March 18. 

Wooten is charged with assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault) on 
March 24, 2019 in Van Buren as well as a 
misdemeanor count of malicious destruction 
of property between $200 and $1,000. 

He is free on $5,000 personal recognizance 
bond. His court-appointed attorney is Jeffrey 
Knoche and the Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor is Lori Mireles-Smith. 
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34" District Court Magistrate Lisa Martin laid off for budget issue 


and a domestic violence charge in Van 
Buren Township that is wending its way 
through the 35" District Court in Plymouth 
because keeping it at the 34th District 
Court would be a conflict of interest. 

Former Magistrate Martin and her 
husband, Van Buren Township Trustee 
Kevin Martin, have lived in VBT for 12 
years. She unsuccessfully ran for 34th 
District Court judge in 2014. 


Martin earned her undergraduate degree 
at Harvard University and her law degree 
from the University of Michigan and has 
been practicing law for 20 years, mainly in 
district courts. 

Those circulating petitions, so far, to run 
for the six-year 34™ District Court Judge 
position are attorneys Alexandria Taylor, 
Lisa Martin, and Robert Coutts. Parrott 
filed for reelection last fall.

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School Board approves first sale of bonds for early childhood center

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education approved the sale of its 
first series of bonds to build the early 
childhood development center on the 
former St. Anthony Church property next 
to Belleville High School, as approved by 
voters last fall. 

There were eight bidders for the not-to- 
exceed $13 million series one bond on Feb. 
25 with bids ranging from 2.17 to 2.39% 
interest, with the winning bid coming from 
Bank of America Merrill Lynch. 

Series two bond for $9 million will be 
sold in 2022 and series three for $13.49 
million will be sold in 2024. 


The 2020 School Building and Site Bonds, 
Series I (General Obligation — Unlimited 
Tax) were purchased for the principle 
price of $12,360,000. Cost to issue the 
bonds is about $100,382 and any balance 
remaining from that sum after paying the 
cost of issuance shall be deposited in the 
2020 Capital Projects Fund. The sum of 
$12,897,814.72 shall be deposited in the 
2020 Capital Projects Fund. 

For the $13 million bond, the bidder paid 
$13 627,575.90, with the extra $627,575.90 
a premium that when deducted from the 
total interest cost of $4,857,548.89, left a 
net interest cost of $4,229,972.99. 

Finance Director Sara Cortese said

great interest, the district will get $130,000 
more than estimated to put into the project. 

She said they estimated paying $25 
million in debt and actually it will be $16 
million in debt, a savings of $8 million for 
the taxpayers. 

“Once the taxpayer starts paying on this, 
the rate will go down,” Director Cortese 
said. 

“This will happen two more times,” said 
board president Amy Pearce, referring to 
the decision to sell bonds in three series, 
rather than all at once. 

In other business at Monday’s 55-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved adding Michigan Class to 
the district’s Authorized Investment list. 
After discussing investment options for 
the upcoming bond deposit, the district’s 
investment advisor noted that Michigan 
Class accounts are outperforming the 
Huntington portfolios. To make the best 
investment decisions for the district, 
Director Cortese asked the board to add 
Michigan Class to approved investment 
entities. She said technically, Michigan 
Class was on the investment list resolution 
passed in January by the board, but, “I said, 
oh, we don’t use them right now and I took 
them off’; 

e Approved the District Wireless 
Controller and Wireless Access point 
replacement from Sentinel Technologies 
as presented by IT Network Administrator 
Sean Garland. E-rate Universal Service 
Funds is accepting grant applications to 
cover 90% of costs to replace the district’s 
Cisco wireless controllers and wireless 
access points at Belleville High School, 
McBride Middle School and Owen 
Intermediate. Garland said the wireless 
controllers and access points in these 
buildings are at the end of life with Cisco 
and will no longer be eligible for support, 
future enhancements and security updates. 
The district received two vendor bids and 
he recommended Sentinel Technologies as 
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part of the E-rate grant application. Base 
cost of the project is $218,651 and if the 
district gets the grant, the district’s share 
would be $23,018. At that time the district 
would decide whether to move forward 
with the project or not; 
¢Heardapresentation from Karen Johnston, 
homeless liaison, on the McKinney-Vento 
Homeless Assistance Act. School Supt. 
Pete Kudlak said board members had asked 
what this was and so he asked Johnston to 
explain. Johnston said the law provides 
for homeless children and youth who lack 
a fixed, regular, and adequate nighttime 
residence. After eligibility is determined 
the children, including preschool, have 
a right to attend their school of origin or 
the school or residence with immediate 
enrollment, transportation, and free meals. 
District of origin and district of residence 
share the cost of transportation, called 
“taxi costs.” In the 2014-15 school year, 
there was a total of 114 students and taxi 
costs of $53,012. In the 2019-20 school 
year, there were 67 such students and taxi 
costs of $29,148. Board president Pearce 
said families should know this is available 
and not be ashamed to ask for help if they 
are homeless;

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VBT DDA discusses building use, sign policy for house at Harris Park

In a special meeting on Feb. 6, the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority discussed at length proposed 
rules for the use of its new house at 10151 
Belleville Rd. and how the digital sign in 
front of the house should be used. 

The Placemaking Project which includes 
the house and Harris Park cost the DDA $3 
million to build. 

The meeting use policy and regulations 
will be put into a final form to present to 
the DDA for approval at a future meeting. 

A two-page “Audience Participation 
Packet” was presented with the DDA 
meeting packet, the first ever given out at 
a DDA meeting. There were two members 
of the audience and the press at the Feb. 6 
meeting and nobody spoke until the end of 
the meeting under “public comment.” The 
two who spoke were polite and orderly. 

It was reported to the Independent that a 
member of the audience spoke out after the 
close of the Jan. 28 meeting. He was critical 
of the DDA for designing and constructing 
the building first before deciding how it was 
going to be used. He said the DDA should 
have determined the use before building 
the house. There could have been a way 
to extend the space in the limited meeting 
room for larger groups, he said. A police 
officer came into the building at that time, 
but no warning or arrest was made. 

At the Feb. 6 meeting, after much 
discussion, the DDA board decided, among 
other things, the following: 

e The digital, lighted sign in front of the 
building/park would be for non-profits 
and community events. Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said that the use of the meeting 
room should be announced on the sign and 
it should be emphasized the whole project 
is a service to township residents; 

e Public usage of the house could be 
scheduled from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, and 8 am. to 4 p.m. 
on Saturday. The building is closed on 
Sundays; 

¢ The staff of two will be scheduled from 
8:30 am. to 4:30 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, and will put up a sign when they 
lock up the house and have to be absent for 
other activities; 

e Rental fee for the meeting room is $25 
per use, regardless of the amount of time 
involved; 

e Posted damage fee is $100 and will be 
returned if the room is in good condition 
when the meeting is done. If the user will 
be renting the room at regular intervals, the 
damage fee could be retained by the DDA 
and returned when the DDA is alerted that 
the user will not use the room any longer; 

e A digital lock will be put on the door 
for access by users and the combination 
changes at the end of the use, so staff 
doesn’t have to be present. DDA Executive 
Director Susan Ireland said the lock will 
cost $1,500 to install and $15.75 per month. 
She said the police department always has 
access to the building; 


e The meeting room is not available 
for parties, to sell products, for religious 
services, private meetings, political 
activities, gambling, those using vaping, 
tobacco or marijuana, and alcohol. Also, 
there will be no admission fees. There was 
a lot of discussion on whether businesses 
within the township could use the room 
for private sales meetings or classes. Also, 
could someone rent the room to make sales 
calls? Since the DDA wants to promote 
business in the area, there was reason to 
believe businesses should be able to use 
the room. Also, Supervisor McNamara 
said about private meetings, “That’s what 
we are going to do with it for economic 
development activities”; 

e Trash from meetings will be bagged and 
put behind the building to be put out for 
trash pickup; 

e To call the fire marshal back to set 
maximum room capacies for each room, 
since the “library/living room” could be 
used for some meetings. The fire marshal 
has determined the main meeting room 
maximum capacity is 26, but Supervisor 
McNamara wants to have the capacity of 
the library, kitchen, and hallways added to 
that number; 

e No food or beverages in the library 
because of the danger of stains, since there 
are three chairs, a couch, and carpeting; and 

e At the request of Supervisor McNamara, 
added the word “may” to the statement 
that says you will lose your $25 fee if you 
cancel use of the room after scheduling it. 

Marcia Hollins spoke from the audience 
at the end of the meeting, saying the 
discussion on return of the damage deposit 
was disturbing. It was noted after the 
meeting room was found to be undamaged, 
it would take six weeks to get the $100 
damage deposit back. 

She asked why they couldn’t just keep the 
$100 check and return it uncashed within a 
few days if there was no damage. She was 
considering use of the meeting room for her 
Homeowners Association. 

“We have to follow financial rules,” said 
DDA Assistant Executive Director Lisa 
Lothringer. 

DDA Director Helen Foster had said 
earlier that, “You have to do what you have 
to do for a clean audit.” 

Ireland said they can check to see what 
options they had legally. 

Hollins also suggested they create a list so 
if one group cancels its scheduled use they 
could call another group who had wanted it 
for that same day. It was decided that would 
make too much work for the staff. 

Hollins also suggested that if the room 
renters wanted to use the library, too, they 
could mark that on their application so that 
area would be left unlocked for them and 
DDA members agreed. 

Reg Ion also spoke from the audience, 
asking how they expected the room users to 
clean the room in order to get their deposit 
back. Was it more than just wiping off the 
meeting table? 

Chairman Craig Atchinson said just to 


leave it as you found it. 

Lothringer said they have a broom and 
dustpan in the kitchen so the users can 
sweep the floor. 

“Tn this kind of weather, you track in snow 
and salt and a broom won’t do it,” Ion said. 

“We’re not going to ask them to mop the 
floor,” Atchinson said. 

Ion said he had a career in building 
maintenance and a dust mop is the proper 
tool for the job. He said dirt on the floor 
will grind into the floor when the chairs are 
rolled back and forth. He said they should 
have chairs that aren’t on rollers. 

Also, Ion asked if they were going to put 
portajohns in the park outside. He said if 
people are in the park and have to urinate 
and the building is closed, they will just 
pee in the park. He suggested they would 
urinate against the garage and, “When you 
open your door to go outside, you don’t

Williams said 23 
years ago when he moved there he could 
drive his car on the back of his property 
and it was dry. He said another problem 
is water coming from Speedway across 
Tyler Road and running into his property. 
Williams said the issue with Meijer was 
already litigated in court and decided in 
favor of the resident, his neighbor, “but I 
would rather not go that way.” McNamara 
said the township would be interested in 
seeing the case and Williams said he would 
get the case number for them. McNamara 
said the township is reluctant to spend 
public money on private property; and 

e Heard Trustee Miller said she is glad 
that Trustee Sherry Frazier, who was ill, 
was absent from her seat next to Miller at 
the board table. “If you’re sick, please stay 
home,” she said, echoing what the Center 
for Disease Control is advising the public 
concerning the coronavirus.

Tri community voters 
pass DIA renewal, 


endorse Biden, Trump

The counties of Oakland, Macomb, and 
Wayne passed the renewal millage for the 
Detroit Institute of Arts in the March 10 
election, including those voters in the tri- 
communities of Belleville, Sumpter, and 
Van Buren, according to unofficial results. 

Belleville voters cast 689 yes votes and 
258 no votes for the DIA; Sumpter voters 
were 1,054 yes and 792 no; and VBT 
voters were 5,565 yes and 2,368 no. 
Belleville primary votes: 

Democratic ballots were 370 for Joe 
Biden, 282 for Bernie Sanders, 32 for 
Michael Bloomberg, 10 for Elizabeth 
Warren, 9 for Pete Buttigieg and 5 for 
Elizabeth Warren, with other votes for 
the 15 people on the ballot, 5 or less each. 
There was 1 unresolved write-in. 

Republican ballots were 215 for Donald 
Trump, 7 for uncommitted, 2 for Bill Weld, 
and 1 for Mark Sanford. 

Sumpter Township primary votes: 

Democratic ballots were 680 for Biden, 
414 for Sanders, 56 for Bloomberg, 
15 for Warren, 12 for Buttigieg, 10 for 
uncommitted, 9 for Klobuchar, and the rest 
6 or less, with 1 unresolved write-in. 

Republican ballots were 620 for Trump, 
10 for uncommitted, 4 for Weld, 3 for 
Sanford, and 1 for Joe Walsh, with 1 
unresolved write-in. 

Van Buren Township primary votes: 

Democratic ballots were 3,419 for Biden, 
2,056 for Sanders, 326 for Bloomberg, 130 
for uncommitted, 106 for Warren, 75 for 
Buttigieg, 33 for Klobuchar, 20 for Tulsi 
Gabbard, and the rest 8 and under. 

Republican ballots were 1,651 for Trump, 
90 for uncommitted, 17 for Weld, 10 for 
Sanford, and 9 for Walsh, along with 3 
unresolved write-ins.
